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Driver’s quick action 
averts major disaster

As Tim “Hobo” 
Arrington approached the 
intersection of state Routes 
1700 and 2124 he needed to 
make a life or death decision. 
The brakes on his log truck 
failed, and he needed to stop 
the truck; How does a per¬ 
son stop a loaded semi full 
of logs with no brakes? 

“He did exactly what you 
are supposed to do,” 
Hancock County Sheriff 
Dale Bozarth said. “You turn 
it over.” 

A valid reason exists for 
turning the truck over. If the 
driver impacts another ve¬ 
hicle or an embankment 
while going straightforward, 
the vehicle’s inertia sends 
logs crashing through the cab 
and, more than likely, killing 
the driver in the process. 

Arrington guided the 
truck into the ditch, and 
forced the truck to roll over. 
It rolled approximately two 
times, went through the inter¬ 
section and skidded into the 
yard and into an old trailer 
owned by Gailen Basham. 
Some of the logs went into the 
side of the home. 

The cab of the semi sus¬ 


tained much damage, and 
Arrington became pinned in 
the wreckage. It took a Jaws- 
of-Life unit to free him. 

The original emergency 
call came into Hancock 
County Emergency Dispatch. 
The accident happened south 
of Patesville in downtown 
Easton, aproximately 17 
miles south of Hawesville. 
Members of the 
Fordsville Volunteer Fire De¬ 
partment heard the emer¬ 
gency call, realized the acci¬ 
dent was basically in their 
back yard and headed to the 
scene. 

“Fordsville Fire Depart¬ 
ment covers this district be¬ 
cause they are so much 
closer,” Bozarth said. 

After emergency crews 
freed Arrington from the 
wreckage, they took him to 
a waiting AirEvac Lifeteam 
helicopter, which trans¬ 
ported him to a hospital in 
Evansville, Ind. for further 
treatment. 

The log truck Arrington 
drove belonged to Hershal 
Sullivan. 

Arrington is still in the 
hospital, but is expected to 
recover from his injuries. 


School adding early 
release days to calendar

When the Great Reces¬ 
sion hit a few years ago, rev¬ 
enue flowing into the states 
started to dwindle. In re¬ 
sponse, states started cut¬ 
ting their budgets in re¬ 
sponse. In Kentucky, educa¬ 
tional spending took a se¬ 
vere nose-dive as the state 
looked for areas to cut. One 
area the state cut is profes¬ 
sional development for 
teachers and staff. This 
training is key because it 
helps keep teachers up to 
date on the latest initiatives 
and programs to help stu¬ 
dents. 

With no money from the 
state to conduct professional 
development, school dis¬ 


tricts needed to find creative 
solutions to the problem. On 
Thursday, the Hancock 
County Board of Education 
approved a proposal to in¬ 
corporate eight early release 
days into the school calen¬ 
dar. The early release days 
take effect in the 2013-14 
school year. 

“It would be the third Fri¬ 
day of each school month,” 
Superintendent Kyle Estes 
said. “We will dismiss stu¬ 
dents right after lunch.” 

In addition to profes¬ 
sional development, the 
school district plans to use 
the time for extended 
school services, and other 
needed programs. The

Rate debate continues in Frankfort

The ongoing rate dispute 
between Century Aluminum 
and Big Rivers shifted to 
Frankfort this week as both 
parties lobbied on different 
sides of the proposed legis¬ 
lation to allow Century and 
Rio Tinto Alcan to purchase 
power on the open market. 
Big Rivers says the proposed 
legislation subsidizes the 
two aluminum smelters, 
while the bills’ backers say 
the legislation allows the two 
smelters, along with over 
1,000 high paying jobs, to 
survive. 

Big Rivers and Century 
returned to the bargaining 
table earlier this week, but 
an agreement remained elu¬ 
sive. Legislators in Frankfort 
decided to postpone debate 
on the proposed bills to al¬ 
low the two sides to work out 
their differences. 

As the situation becomes 
critical, both sides continue 


to lobby the public for sup¬ 
port. Big Rivers Electric Cor¬ 
poration CEO Mark Bailey 
penned on open letter outlin¬ 
ing the utility’s position, and 
local USW 9423 president 
John Beaver penned a letter 
discussing the ramifications 
to the state if the two smelt¬ 
ers close. 

In his letter, Bailey said 
the proposed legislation 
does not benefit the custom¬ 
ers of the Big Rivers’ system. 
He said the bill subsidizes 
the two aluminum smelters 
by shifting costs of the two 
smelters going to the open 
market onto the utility’s 
ratepayers. 

“While we all want to see 
Century succeed and stay in 
business, the bailout costs 
demanded are exorbitant 
and unfair to residents and 
businesses,” Bailey said in 
his letter. 

Bailey said Century con¬ 
tinues to spread misinforma¬ 


tion about the situation. He 
said if Century goes to the 
open market, the cost of 
transmitting power over the 
utility’s lines to the smelters 
shifts to the ratepayers. He 
said the Open Access Trans¬ 
mission Tariff is a fee built 
into the utility’s rates, and if 
Century goes off of the sys¬ 
tem, this fixed amount fee 
gets added to remaining cus¬ 
tomers’ bills. 

“In effect, Century could 
be receiving ‘free’ transmis¬ 
sion service,” Bailey said. 

Bailey said if the state 
passes the proposed bills, it 
creates an additional five to 
10-percent increase over and 
above the already proposed 
rate increase. In addition, he 
said the proposed legislation 
creates other unknown fi¬ 
nancial risks the utility con¬ 
tinues to examine. 

“All Big Rivers seeks is 
for Century to be respon¬ 
sible for all extra costs in¬ 


curred, and agree not to re¬ 
turn to Big Rivers’ generat¬ 
ing system,” Bailey said. 

Local USW 9423 presi¬ 
dent John Beaver said the 
two sides need to quit talk¬ 
ing about rate increases, put 
aside philosophical differ¬ 
ences and do what is in the 
best interest of everyone. He 
said it comes down to choos¬ 
ing the lesser of two evils. 

In regards to electric 
rates, he said previous infor¬ 
mation available from vari¬ 
ous media sources in the 
area said with Century and 
Alcan leaving the system, 
and the two smelters con¬ 
sume 70-percent of the 
power generated by the util¬ 
ity, the utility needed to in¬ 
crease rates by $104 million 
total to cover the loss of 
these two customers. 

“If Big Rivers and the 
smelters negotiated a re¬ 
duced rate, then the smelt-

Hancock County High 
School’s coed cheer team 
came away with a Class 1A 
state runner-up trophy at the 
Kentucky High School Ath¬ 
letic Association’s Competi¬ 
tive Cheer Championships 
held at E.A. Diddle Arena in 
Bowling Green Saturday. 

HCHS put up a score of 
238.9 to place second behind 
perennial winner Reidland, 
edging past third place Holy 
Cross of Covington by 2.8 
points. 

“I’m excited,” said head 
coach Aimee Estes. “I was 
thrilled to death because this 
is actually the first year that 
it’s actually KHSAA, which is 
an actual sport activity, so to 
get state runner-up in com¬ 
petitive cheer division for the 
first year that they actually 
hold it it was tremendous.” 

The competition, originally 
scheduled for January 26, was 
postponed nearly a month due 
to icy conditions. The extra 
time was both good and bad, 
according to Estes. 

“We had a few people that 
were sick right before so we 
thought well, maybe that’ll 
help. Then we had some inju¬ 
ries happen so that didn’t help 
at all,” she said. 

“Actually we had one with 
a possible fractured wrist four 
days before competition and 
we had to make a backup plan 
to it. She ended up being fine. 
They were able to just keep it 
in a brace, but if they had to 


cast it we had to redo the 
whole thing. We were on pins 
and needles there that week.” 

The extra time was also 
helpful in that it gave them 
time to tweak their routine. 

“We did bump up some 
more difficulty in different 


places which I think helped us 
out in areas, so that was kind 
of a good thing,” she said. 

When their time came, 
their performance started off 
rough, with a bobble on the 
first toss, but the team recov¬ 
ered quickly. 


“I thought it was going to 
shake them for the rest of the 
routine but it didn’t,” said 
Estes. “...They left everything 
out there on that floor and did 
the best they possibly could 
do.” 

After the performance, all 


they could do was wait. 

“...When we initially came 
off the floor, I was almost wor¬ 
ried that it wasn’t going to be 
enough to get a trophy,” she 
said. “I knew it was going to 
be close but we were the first 
team to perform so it was re¬ 


ally kind of hard to say at that 
point. Back in warmups they 
hit all their stunts and they did 
fairly well but they didn’t do as 
well on the actual competition 
floor so it kind of worried me. 

“They called fourth place 
and they didn’t say our name 
and I thought, ‘OK, there’s a 
shot, maybe third’. Then they 
called out third place and I 
was like, ‘Oh no, we just didn’t 
have enough.’ Then when 
they said our name as state 
runner-up I was just shocked. 
I was thrilled. I knew it was 
going to be close. They 
worked really hard. It was 
really unbelievable.” 

“It was definitely a goal 
we’ve been working for since 
I’ve been coaching,” she said. 
“This is the highest we’ve 
ever placed in the state cheer 
competition, so it’s definitely 
outstanding.” 

“I think we were the last 
team to leave the whole sta¬ 
dium... taking pictures and 
congratulating.” 

Next year KHSAA is drop¬ 
ping size divisions, meaning 
the team will compete against 
all comers. 

“Next year means we really 
have to step up in all different 
areas of competitive cheer in 
order to be with the top con¬ 
tending teams because we still 
have a lot of catching up to do, 
but we’re getting closer and 
the kids are willing to work 
hard,” Estes said. “They’re al¬ 
ready asking, ‘Alright, what do 
we need to do for next year?”’

Lessons from Dogs 

It is not acceptable behav¬ 
ior to discard pets on the 
side of a road-it is illegal be¬ 
havior. If you know persons 
who think they have the 
right to “drop” dogs (or cats) 
inform them otherwise. If 
you see someone doing so 
please get their license plate 
number and report it to law 
enforcement. If you see pup¬ 
pies abandoned on the side 
of a road, or want to report a 
stray dog, call the animal 
control warden at (270) 922- 
8172. The Hancock County 
Animal Shelter is a No Kill 
facility which means the 
dogs you report will not be 
euthanized. The only excep¬ 
tions are : 1) if a dog is so 
injured or sick that such ac¬ 
tion would be considered the 
most humane thing to do, 2) 
if a dog is so aggressive/vi¬ 
cious that it is considered too 
dangerous to be at the Shel¬ 
ter. The latter circumstance 
has not happened since 
2010. 

Be a caring and respon¬ 
sible pet owner: (a) spay/ 
neuter your dogs (or cats). 
If the cost to do so is an is¬ 
sue, contact the Hancock 
County Animal Shelter to 
learn the date of the next low 
cost spay/neuter clinic. If 
you still need help and there 
is a real financial need, funds 
might be available to help 
you pay. (b) Provide a safe, 
fenced area for your dog. 
You probably wouldn’t be¬ 
lieve how many dogs wander 
away from home and end up 
as “strays” at the Shelter. 
They depend on you to keep 
them safe. 

Give a lot of thought to 
getting a very young puppy 
before you bring one into 
your home. They require a 
lot of attention, patience, and 
training. When someone 
gets a puppy then decides 
it’s too much work, chances 
are good it will end up at an 
animal shelter. When a cute 
little puppy reaches its full 
size and is “bigger than you 
thought it would be,” too of¬ 
ten it’s another dog on its 
way to a shelter. 

Rather than buying a dog 
from a pet store or “puppy 


mill” seriously consider 
adopting a dog from an ani¬ 
mal shelter. You will be able 
to learn about the dog’s tem¬ 
perament, habits, and behav¬ 
ioral traits from the shelter 
employees, and you will take 
home a dog that better fits 
your needs and circum¬ 
stances. Hancock County 
Animal Shelter employee 
Hannah Helm can help you 
greatly in this regard. Shel¬ 
ter dogs deserve a second 
chance in a loving home, and 
you will be a hero in their 
eyes from day one! 

Take a few minutes to 
visit the Shelter and find 
ways you would be comfort¬ 
able volunteering. You can 
give a dog a bath, wash food 
bowls, play with the dogs, 
take a dog to the vet, or 
maybe just sit and hold your 
favorite dog on your lap. 
You’ll find all these opportu¬ 
nities at 305 Gene Hayden 
Road in Lewisport during 
these hours: M-F, 5-8 p.m., 
Sat. 9-Noon, Sun. 1-4 p.m., or 
call 927-8544 to learn more.

ers would remain on the Big 
Rivers system, and Big Riv¬ 
ers would only be exposed to 
the difference between the 
reduced rate and the $104 
million, necessitating a 
much lesser rate increase for 
the remaining Big Rivers 
customers,” Beaver said in 
his letter. 

According to information 
Bailey mentioned in his let¬ 
ter, Century currently pays 
approximately $48 per mega¬ 
watt hour for power. 


Beaver also pondered the 
effect of the two smelters 
leaving the system on the 
utility’s credit rating. The 
two smelters currently gen¬ 
erate $360 million in sales for 
the utility, and the utility also 
possesses a debt of around 
$700 million. Without the 
sales revenue generated by 
the two smelters, Beaver 
wonders if the utility pos¬ 
sesses the ability to borrow 
necessary funds in times of 
need, and at what rate. 

“What will be the cost in 


additional interest that 
would be passed on to the 
ratepayer?” Beaver asked. 

Beaver said if the two 
smelters close, local commu¬ 
nities and the state stand to 
lose million in tax revenue. 
Beaver said Dr. Paul 
Coomes, of the University of 
Louisville, conducted a study 
of the impact of Century on 
the local economy. The 
study also examined the im¬ 
pact of Alcan on the 
Henderson community. 

“Directly and indirectly, 
state and local government 
will experience a revenue 
loss of over $12 million if the 
two smelters were to close,” 
Beaver said. 

Locally, the study said if 
Century closes, the local 
economy loses over $70 mil¬ 
lion per year in consumer 
spending. Beaver said losing 
this amount of money from 
the local economy hurts ev¬ 
eryone in the county. 

‘This would have a last¬ 
ing impact on the survivabil¬ 
ity of small businesses in the 
county,” he said. 

Beaver said if the two 


smelters closed, the region 
loses approximately 5,000 
high paying manufacturing 
jobs, which places an addi¬ 
tional burden on struggling 
social services. He said the 
burden for providing unem¬ 
ployment and other social 
services shifts to already 
struggling taxpayers. 

He said the two sides 
need to put away their differ¬ 
ences and come together 
and do the right thing for all 
parties involved. 

“It is not about winning 
or losing,” Beaver said. “But 
doing what is best for my life¬ 
long fellow citizens of this 
great county.”

To All Concerned: 

It’s unfortunate that con¬ 
fusing, conflicting messages 
are being cited regarding 
hastily drafted and unneces¬ 
sary legislation before the 
Kentucky General Assembly 
which would open the door 
to deregulation for large util¬ 
ity customers across the 
state-legislation that would 
cause additional rate hikes 
for the 112,000 residents and 
businesses in western Ken¬ 
tucky served by power gen¬ 
erated by Big Rivers Electric 
Corporation. 

Those looking for special 
treatment through this legis¬ 
lation are providing a skewed 
version of the facts, and it is 
necessary to set the record 
straight.

The Century Aluminum 
smelter in Hawesville, Ken¬ 
tucky, is touting proposed 
legislation being considered 
in Frankfort that would allow 
them and another smelter to 
buy power on the open mar¬ 
ket. This is unnecessary leg¬ 
islation because Big Rivers 
supports Century’s desire to 
buy power on the open mar¬ 
ket as long as ALL the extra 
risks and costs to do so are 
NOT passed on to other cus¬ 
tomer-owners, i.e., the resi¬ 
dents and businesses of 
western Kentucky and pro¬ 
vided Century doesn’t later 
change its mind again and 
demand that Big Rivers must 
provide them with power. 
The proposed legislation 
does not protect our cus¬ 
tomer-owners from ALL 
these costs-costs that are 
substantial. 

To date, every proposal 
Century had made would be 
a worst-case scenario for all 
our other customer-owners 
forcing them to subsidize 
Century. While we all want to 
see Century succeed and 
stay in business, the bailout

and businesses-businesses 
that may also be put at risk 
by subsidizing Century, a for- 
profit company. We are not 
saying there is anything 
wrong with for-profit enti- 
ties-the problem occurs 
when they ask others to sub¬ 
sidize their businesses. 

Misinformation is being 
spread about this situation 
and the record must be set 
straight. One flagrant in¬ 
stance of misinformation is in 
a letter from State Represen¬ 
tative Ben Waide, which ap¬ 
peared in several newspa¬ 
pers across Kentucky. An¬ 
other misinformation source 
involves paid advertisements 
Century is running across 
the state. For the record, 
here are some facts about the 
situation. 

Fact: Century is currently 
paying approximately $48/ 
MWh. This is $4.00/MWh 
less than what was expected 
at this time when the 14-year 
contracts were signed less 
than four years ago. It’s also 
far less than the national av¬ 
erage industrial rate, which 
was $65/MWh in November 
2012, according to the En¬ 
ergy Information Adminis¬ 
tration. It’s conceivable Cen¬ 
tury could currently buy 
power on the open market at 
lower cost and remain in 
business, which is why we 
support the concept of their 
buying power on the market, 
as long as our other cus¬ 
tomer-owners don’t have to 
cover all the costs associated 
with their going to the open 
market. 

Fact: The proposed legis¬ 
lation does not take into ac¬ 
count all the costs Big Rivers 
would incur if Century went 
to the open market. 

• Big Rivers OATT (Open 
Access Transmission Tariff) 
charge is an embedded cost 
(i.e. included in the rate as a 
transmission network ex¬ 
pense) in overall electric 
rates, designed to recover 
operational and maintenance 
expenses associated with 
ownership of the Big Rivers 
transmission system net¬ 
work. 

• These expenses will 
not change if Century 
leaves-so without some 
other revenue source Big

Rivers must increase the 
OATT rate to recover the lost 
revenue from Century leav¬ 
ing the system. As a non¬ 
profit company, this increase 
would have to be picked up 
by our remaining customer- 
owners. 

• If Century leaves the 
system and buys power on 
the open market they would 
pay the OAtt charge. If there 
were no additional complica¬ 
tions, Big Rivers would take 
this revenue and credit it to 
other customer-owners’ 
rates that had to be increased 
as explained above. How¬ 
ever, under the current pro¬ 
posed legislation, the dollars 
Century would pay under the 
“go to market” scenario 
would be credited to the ad¬ 
ditional cost (i.e. higher gen¬ 
eration costs, etc.) Century 
would be expected to pay 
more to cover Big Rivers’ 
OATT cost because Century 
is no longer part of the Big 
Rivers’ system as a transmis¬ 
sion network customer and 
paying for network transmis¬ 
sion service as they did be¬ 
fore leaving the Big Rivers’ 
system to buy power on the 
market. In effect, Century 
could be receiving “free” 
transmission service at the 
other customer-owners’ ex¬ 
pense. 

•Therefore, the extra rev¬ 
enue Century is claiming in 
their ads is misleading, be¬ 
cause it is NOT “revenue 
neutral” for other customer- 
owners. 

Fact: This bill currently 
means deregulation for two 
for-profit entities-Century 
and Alcan. It discriminates 
against all other Kentucky 
industrial customers that 
may also desire to leave their 
power supplier for the open 
market. This would also 
likely hurt Kentucky coal as 
these departing industries 
begin buying abundant low- 
cost power produced in other 
states with natural gas fired 
generation. 

Fact: Currently, several 
other large industries are al¬ 
ready asking to be included 
under this legislation. When 
a large industrial company 
leaves a utility, rates go up for 
everyone else. This is due to 
utility stranded costs-costs 
for generation and transmis¬ 
sion assets to serve the load 
that is now leaving for the 
open market. 

Fact: Big Rivers is a solid 
utility. We produce some of 
the lowest cost electricity in 
the nation. In fact, we ranked 
6th lowest of 54 U.S. genera¬ 
tion and transmission 
(G&Ts) electric cooperatives 
benchmarked in the 2012 
G&T Accounting and Fi¬ 
nance Association’s June 
Annual Directory. We also 
rank 5th highest out of 40 
reporting U.S. generation 
and transmission (G&T) 
electric cooperatives in the 
“Equity to Capitalization” cat¬ 
egory in this same publica¬ 
tion. Also, we rank 19th high¬ 
est out of 59 reporting U.S. 
generation and transmission 
electric cooperatives in “Eq¬ 
uity/Asset Ratio” in the same 
report. 


Fact: This is a contract 
dispute involving two private 
parties. The legislation un¬ 
dermines talks with Century. 
Again, Big Rivers is a non¬ 
profit utility. We want Cen¬ 
tury to be able to continue 
operating under reasonable 
terms, not through the force 
of legislation that benefits 
only two for-profit companies 
at the expense other cus¬ 
tomer-owners. 

Fact: This bill could cre¬ 
ate at least an additional 5- 
10% rate increase on top of 
the significant rate increase 
that will be necessary any¬ 
way due to Century’s termi¬ 
nation notice. 

Fact: Century decided to 
cease operations-they were 
not forced by Big Rivers to 
“certify” they intended to 
shut down in August 2013. 

Fact: There are unknown 
risks Big Rivers is still trying 
to sort out with other poten¬ 
tial significant costs created 
by this legislation which 
causes higher financial expo¬ 
sure risk for Big Rivers and 
its customer-owners. Some 
of the costs are known while 
other MISO-related ex¬ 
penses are not currently 
measurable. All Big Rivers 
seeks is for Century to be 
responsible for ALL extra 
costs incurred and agree not 
to return to Big Rivers’ gen¬ 
erating system should they 
choose to leave. 

There’s no doubt that the 
pending closure of the smelt¬ 
ers is terrible news for west¬ 
ern Kentucky. These are two 
of only a handful of remain¬ 
ing aluminum-producing 
smelters in the U.S. that were 
attracted to western Ken¬ 
tucky because of low electric¬ 
ity costs many years ago. Big 
Rivers still has some of the 
lowest utility rates in the 
country. The real problem 
the smelters have is low 
worldwide aluminum prices. 
Otherwise, why would they 
have been so happy to sign 
the contracts less than 4- 
years ago that they now want 
to break? While we would 
like to see Century and the 
other smelter stay in busi¬ 
ness, the question posed is 
at what cost to the rest of our 
customer-owners? 

To date, Big Rivers is the 
only organization that has 
done anything to try to help 
the smelters. Less than four 
years ago, we entered into a 
14-year contract with them 
because market rates were 
high and unpredictable. At 
that time, they said they 
couldn’t survive on market- 
priced power. Now they say 
that situation has reversed. 
We respect Century’s deci¬ 
sion to terminate its contract 
and seek a better rate. All we 
ask is that ALL additional 
costs associated with this leg¬ 
islation be the responsibility 
of Century, not other cus¬ 
tomer-owners. Let’s rise 
above the fray and do what’s 
best for the vast majority resi- 
dents and businesses of 
western Kentucky.

The word legacy is an in¬ 
teresting one on the English 
language. It means, accord¬ 
ing to the dictionary, “1: 
Money or property left to 
you by a will; bequeath. 2. 
Something handed down 
from, or as from, an ances¬ 
tor to a descendent.” 

I might add this “some¬ 
thing” can include a wide 
range of things in addition to 
money or property The list 
could include our accom¬ 
plishments, honors, a foun¬ 
dation, trust or other means 
to carry on our good name 
to be celebrated by family 
and future generations. We 
all remember names like 
Christopher Columbus, 
Abraham Lincoln, Babe 
Ruth, Neil Armstrong, Dr. 
Martin Luther King, Elvis 
Presley, and Mother Teresa. 
To be sure these people left 
a mark on history, and this 
is part of their legacy. 

I can tell you truthfully 
that I am not concerned at 
all about my legacy but I am 
concerned about my reputa¬ 
tion because this really says 
who I am as a person. Our 
reputation is something that 
can take years, or even a life¬ 
time, to build and only one 
thoughtless, selfish or cor¬ 
rupt deed to completely de¬ 
stroy. Lor me personally, I 
care deeply what others 
think of me. Could I ask you 
this somewhat personal 
question; do you care what 
others think of you?

However, I am 
sure there are some people 
who really don’t care. 

As it relates to what I am 
saying, a while back a friend 
sent me an article by an un¬ 
known author titled, “Live a 
Life that Matters.” This ar¬ 
ticle helps me evaluate how 
well I am doing, and it’s in 
first person.

The Genesis One Code 
Daniel Lriedmann 

When a discussion on the 
origin of the earth comes up 
most people will have one of 
these two opinions. There are 
those who will take the side of 
science; they believe in the big 
bang theory and evolution. 
The other popular belief is that 
God created heaven, earth 
and all living things in 6 days 
and rested on the 7th day. 
Daniel Lriedmann combines 
parts of the two theories. 
Lriedmann does not attempt 
to discredit either theory but 
focuses on how they comple¬ 
ment each other. Lriendmann 
takes a look at creation from a 
unique, logical, and sensible 
approach. 

I enjoyed reading “The 
Genesis One Code”. The book 
of Genesis has always fasci¬ 
nated me. I truly believe that 
the foundation for the Chris¬ 
tian faith can be found in Gen¬ 
esis. Currently I am teaching 
a Jr. High Sunday School 
Class. When I realized they 
had little Biblical foundation to 
build on I decided to change 
my teaching strategy and as¬ 
sist them in a study of Genesis. 
‘The Genesis One Code” and 
its invaluable information 
came in at just the right time. 
I have also visited the Creation 
Museum in Petersberg, Ken¬ 
tucky, several times.

The Family 
Doctor’s 
Corner 


In making house calls, 
and seeing a lot of elderly 
patients, I find that many will 
have multiple medical prob¬ 
lems and are taking a large 
number of medications. At 
times, I find problems with 
drug interactions, especially 
when the patient is also tak¬ 
ing over the counter meds 
seen on TV, or recommended 
by a family member or friend. 
It’s very important for your 
Family Doctor to be aware of 
everything you are taking, 
especially if you are seeing 
multiple doctors, or getting 
consultations from special¬ 
ists, etc. for multiple compli¬ 
cations. Evaluating a patient 
in the home environment is 
invaluable, in my opinion. 

I want to continue this 
week discussing one medical 
problem I see a lot, and that 
is diabetes. I started discuss¬ 
ing it last week, and men¬ 
tioned that there are 3 main 
types of Diabetes. Type 1, 
Type 2, and Gestational. The 
correct medical term for dia¬ 
betes is Diabetes Mellitus. I 
see Type 2 more often in the 
age group I most often visit, 
and will discuss it more thor¬ 
oughly than the others in 
coming articles, but I think a 
discussion of all three types 
is appropriate. 

Type 1 Diabetes was pre¬ 
viously called Juvenal Diabe¬ 
tes or Insulin Dependent Dia¬ 
betes Mellitus (IDDM). Type 
1 Diabetes is a chronic (life¬ 
long) disease that occurs 
when the pancreas does not 
produce enough insulin to 
properly control blood sugar 
levels. Type 1 Diabetes can 
occur at any age, but it is 
most often diagnosed in chil¬ 
dren, adolescents, or young 
adults. The exact cause of 
Type 1 Diabetes is unknown, 
but most likely there is a vi¬ 
ral or environmental trigger 
in genetically susceptible 
people that causes an im¬ 
mune reaction. The body’s 
white blood cells mistakenly 
attack the insulin-producing 
pancreatic beta cells. These 
are the cells in the pancreas 
that produce insulin. 



Insulin is a hormone pro¬ 
duced by these beta cells, in 
the pancreas, an organ lo¬ 
cated in the area behind your 
stomach. It is needed to move 
blood sugar (in medicine we 
call it glucose) into cells, 
where it is stored and later 
used for energy. In type 1 dia¬ 
betes, these cells produce 
little or no insulin. Without 
enough insulin, glucose 
builds up in the bloodstream 
instead of going into the cells. 
The body is unable to use this 
glucose for energy. Within 5- 
10 years, the insulin-produc¬ 
ing beta cells of the pancreas 
are completely destroyed and 
the body can no longer pro¬ 
duce insulin. This leads to the 
symptoms of type 1 diabetes. 

Some people will have no 
symptoms before they are 
diagnosed with diabetes. 
Others may notice the follow¬ 
ing symptoms as the first 
sign of type 1 diabetes, or 
when the blood sugar is high. 
Feeling tired or fatigued, 
Feeling hungry, Being very 
thirsty, Urinating more often, 
Losing weight without try¬ 
ing, Having blurry eyesight, 
Losing the feeling or feeling 
tingling in your feet. 

Insulin is the mainstay of 
treatment for Type 1 Diabet¬ 
ics. Before it was discovered, 
a diabetes diagnosis was a 
death sentence, with an ex¬ 
pected survival of a couple 
years at most if patients under¬ 
took starvation diets to buy 
more time. Canadian scien¬ 
tists Frederick Banting and 
John Macleod made the discov¬ 
ery in 1921 through experi¬ 
ments with a mixture of ground 
cow pancreas, water and salts 
that eventually became insulin. 
More next week.

John, the disciple of Jesus 
has become an intriguing 
character for me to study 
lately. He too is one with 
which many modern Chris¬ 
tians can identify. An aspect 
of his life that I find most in¬ 
teresting is that though he 
was hot-headed unbending 
and even reckless, he aged 
well. Under the control of 
the Holy Spirit all his liabili¬ 


ties were exchanged for as¬ 
sets. As he matured, his 
greatest areas of weakness 
developed into his greatest 
strengths. Such a change 
hopefully will be true of me. 

Of all the writers in the 
New Testament, John is the 
most black and white in his 
thinking. Christian leader 
John MacArthur insightfully 
wrote of him “he wasted no 



Alleged Bible 
Discrepancies 

George Jensen

When I was a teenager, I 
received a book titled: “Al¬ 
leged Discrepancies of the 
Bible,” authored by John W. 
Haley. The volume was writ¬ 
ten in response to a pam¬ 
phlet claiming to expose con¬ 
tradictions within the word 
of God. 

Mr. Haley says the tract 
was “cunningly adapted to 
deceive the ignorant and un¬ 
wary.” While responding to 
the supposed contradictions, 
Haley says he came to see 
clearly “the flimsy and disin¬ 
genuous character of the ob¬ 
jections alleged.” 

Through the centuries, men 
have tried to discredit the Scrip¬ 
tures. Yet the Bible is like an 
anvil upon which skeptics blunt 
many hammers. 

Paul wrote: “There is 
none righteous, no, not one” 
(Romans 3:10). Yet Luke 
wrote that Zacharias and 
Elisabeth “were both righ¬ 
teous before God” (Luke 
1:6). Is this a bona fide con¬ 
tradiction? No. When taken 
out of context it might ap¬ 
pear so. But Luke was 
complementing this godly 
couple for being relatively 
“blameless” (Luke 1:6), 
while Paul’s discussion deals 
with righteousness in the ab¬ 
solute sense. 

Mark records that when 
Jesus was crucified “it was 
the third hour” (Mark 
15:25), while John says the 
trial before Pilate was still in 
progress at “about the sixth 
hour” Qohn 19:14). The ap¬ 
parent contradiction van¬ 


ishes when we realize that 
the Jews began each day 
counting hours from six in 
the morning, while the Ro¬ 
mans reckoned time more as 
we do, beginning from mid¬ 
night. So at about 6 a.m. 
Jesus was before Pilate, and 
by 9:00 a.m. our Lord was 
nailed to the cross. John’s ac¬ 
count was written sometime 
after the destruction of 
Jerusalem (A.D. 70), so it 
makes sense he would use 
Roman time. 

Many casual readers 
have difficulty harmonizing 
the four accounts of the life 
of Christ (Matthew, Mark, 
Luke, John) because they 
assume that each is given in 
chronological sequence. 
However, Matthew fre¬ 
quently follows a thematic 
approach, and John’s pur¬ 
pose is to provide a sampling 
of the miraculous signs 
Jesus performed to produce 
belief (John 20:30, 31). 

Mr. Haley’s book and oth¬ 
ers like it are filled with an¬ 
swers to a multitude of al¬ 
leged Bible contradictions. 

Peter admitted that some 
of Paul’s writings were “hard 
to be understood” (2 Peter 
3:16), so we shall make the 
same admission. However, 
with diligent study, a reader 
can dispel whatever might 
appear at first glance to be a 
contradiction. It seems that 
the ones who cry against the 
Bible the loudest have read 
it the least.

If we aren’t care¬ 
ful our best characteristics 
can become pitfalls for us. 

Three years with Jesus 
transformed the disciple 
John from a self-centered 
driven individual into a ma¬ 
ture man of balance. The 
“Son of Thunder” as Jesus 
called him became known 
among early church leaders 
as “the Disciple of Love.” 
Through the power of Christ 
the bigoted hot head was 
changed into a godly elderly 
statesman.

Education course 
March 1 & 2 

A free Kentucky Hunter 
Education course is sched¬ 
uled for Friday, March 1st 
from 6:00 - 9:00 p.m. and Sat¬ 
urday, March 2nd from 9:00 
a.m. to 2:00 p.m. located at 
Hancock County Career Center. 

The ten-hour course, spon¬ 
sored by the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources includes class¬ 
room instruction in hunter 
ethics, wildlife identification, 
outdoor survival, first aid, 
firearms, bow hunting and 
ammunition. The last session 
includes actual range firing 
and an examination. 

Upon successful comple¬ 
tion of the course, a graduate 
card is issued which is valid 
in any state, province or ter¬ 
ritory where such certifica¬ 
tion is required. Attendance 
at all sessions is required for 
certification, unless an alter¬ 
native method is utilized. 

Persons born on or after 
January 1, 1975, shall carry 
a valid hunter education 
course completion card while 
hunting. Kentucky accepts 
certifications from any state, 
province or country whose 
course meets the standards 
established by the Interna¬ 
tional Hunter Education As¬ 
sociation (IHEA). A bow 
hunter not in possession of a 
firearm, may carry a hunter 
education or a bow hunter 
education course completion 
card from any state, province 
or country. The course shall 
meet the standards estab¬ 
lished by the IHEA. This cer¬ 
tification is in addition to ap¬ 
propriate license and permit 
requirements. Children un¬ 
der age 10 and persons ex¬ 
empt from purchasing a hunt¬ 
ing license are not required 
to possess the card while 
hunting. Children under age 
10 shall be accompanied by 
an adult of at least 18 years 
of age while hunting.

It’s Time for Renovation 

“What should I do with 
my pastures and hay 
ground?” The majority of my 
phone calls the last couple of 
weeks have started with this 
question. It’s perfect timing 
really to be asking this ques¬ 
tion with spring coming 
along soon. Obviously, each 
farm is different but the one 
thing that I have stressed to 
all farmers is the importance 
of renovating your pastures 
and hayfields in 2013! So 
what is renovation you say? 
It’s the process of establish¬ 
ing clovers in grass pastures 
and hayfields. With grain 
and soybeans still relatively 
high, establishing good qual¬ 
ity hay and pasture fields will 
help compensate for the 
costs. Nitrogen prices con¬ 
tinue to increase, thus in¬ 
creasing incentive to grow 
more legumes. The biggest 
factor would be the weather. 
The lack of moisture and 
overgrazing of pastures has 
done a number on our farms. 
Hopefully you have already 
started to determine what 
type of clovers you are going 
to plant. Selecting a good 
variety is key! University of 
Kentucky conducts variety 


tests on clovers each year 
and are available at the Ex¬ 
tension Service. To summa¬ 
rize, the three year total yield 
of the nine varieties they 
tested averaged 3.34 tons of 
dry matter per acre. Think 
about that in terms of beef 
and hay. In the words of Dr. 
Garry Lacefield, Extension 
Forage Specialist “Good va¬ 
rieties don’t cost, they pay!”

FSA State Office an¬ 
nounces 45th general 
sign-up for the Conserva¬ 
tion Reserve Program 

Kentucky Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) State Execu¬ 
tive Director John W. 
McCauley announced today 
that Kentucky FSA will con¬ 
duct a four-week Conserva¬ 
tion Reserve Program 
(CRP) general sign-up be¬ 
ginning May 20 and ending 
on June 14. 

“It continues to be our goal 
to ensure that we use CRP to 
address our most critical re¬ 
source issues” said 
McCauley.” In 2012, many 
counties in Kentucky experi¬ 
enced extreme drought. CRP 
protected environmentally 
sensitive lands from washing 
or blowing away. It gave 
ranchers extra grazing land 
when they needed it. I expect 
there will be strong competi¬ 
tion to enroll or reenroll acres 
into CRP, so I urge Kentucky’s 
producers to maximize their en¬ 
vironmental benefits and make 
sure their offers are cost-effec¬ 
tive.” 

In addition to erosion con¬ 
trol, CRP provides signifi¬ 
cant water quality benefits 
including reduced nutrients 
and sediment loadings and 
adverse consequences asso¬ 
ciated with floods as well as 
expanded and enhanced 
wildlife habitat. Currently,

CRP is a voluntary pro¬ 
gram available to agricul¬ 
tural producers to help them 
safeguard environmentally 
sensitive land. Producers 
enrolled in CRP plant long¬ 
term, resource-conserving 
covers to improve the qual¬ 
ity of water, control soil ero¬ 
sion and enhance wildlife 
habitat. Contracts on an es¬ 
timated 3.3 million acres of 
CRP are set to expire on Sep¬ 
tember 30, 2013, 34,767 of 
those acres in Kentucky. 
Producers with expiring con¬ 
tracts or producers with en¬ 
vironmentally sensitive land 
are encouraged to evaluate 
their options under CRP. Pro¬ 
ducers that are accepted in 
the sign-up can receive cost- 
share assistance for planting 
covers and receive an annual 
rental payment for the 
length of the contract (10-15 
years). Producers also are 
encouraged to look into 
CRP’s other enrollment op¬ 
portunities offered on a con¬ 
tinuous, non-competitive, 
sign-up basis. Continuous 
sign-ups often provide addi¬ 
tional financial assistance. 
Those sign-up dates will be 
announced later.

Kentucky public libraries 
provide books and much more 


Kentucky’s public libraries 
are providing new digital ser¬ 
vices along with books and 
other items at an unprec¬ 
edented level, according to sta¬ 
tistics compiled by the Ken¬ 
tucky Department for Libraries 
and Archives (KDLA) from 
annual reports submitted by 
Kentucky’s 119 public library 
systems. 

Kentuckians checked out 
almost 20 million books from 
public libraries and bookmo¬ 
biles in addition to more than 
nine million audio visual items 
in 2012, while welcoming al¬ 
most 20 million visitors and 
serving many more through

Children’s services were 
used more than ever, with 
8,282,762 children’s items cir¬ 
culated. Attendance at 
children’s programs set a 
record at 1,269,546 an increase 
of 3.5 percent in 2012. 

“These numbers debunk 
the myth that libraries aren’t a 
necessity in the Internet age,” 
said State Librarian and Com¬ 
missioner of the Kentucky De¬ 
partment for Libraries and Ar¬ 
chives Wayne Onkst. “On the 
contrary, the data show that chil¬ 
dren are checking out books and 
other materials, as well as attend¬ 
ing educational programs more 
than ever before. 

41 With continuing economic 
difficulties in the state, citizens 
are using the public computers 
and Internet access to seek em¬ 
ployment and educational op¬ 
portunities. Public libraries are 
a strong link in workforce de¬ 
velopment in Kentucky,” said 
Onkst. 

Electronic services contin¬ 
ued to increase rapidly last 
year. The libraries provided 
4,497 computers free of charge 
for public use and trained more 
than 47,000 Kentuckians in us¬ 
ing electronic resources. Ken¬ 
tuckians used library comput¬ 
ers for creating resumes, 
searching and applying for 
jobs, accessing e-government 
resources, doing homework 
for school at all levels, obtain¬ 
ing information for small busi¬ 
ness applications and search¬ 
ing for information on a variety 
of topics. Collections of e-books 
increased dramatically so that 
more than three million e-

“Kentucky Work Ready 
Communities serve as role 
models for other communi¬ 
ties that want to demonstrate 
a commitment to reaching 
education, workforce and 
economic development goals 
that make their communities 
a desirable place for busi¬ 
nesses,” said Joseph U.

And so it goes. 


5. Impact of Closure on Other Business 

The impact on the remaining businesses aluminum and other 
private sectors will also be enormous. This impact will certainly deflate the 
already stressed economy, resulting in indirect job losses. Based on the 
study completed by Mr Coomes, for every smelter job, another 2,921 jobs 
in the region are created. Mr. Coomes estimates that there will be 4,700 
job losses in total if the smelters were to close.

i regret that you and I have not been formally introduced and that this 
correspondence must serve that purpose for the immediate moment. My name is John 
Beaver. I have been a life-long resident of Hancock County and a Big Rivers f Kenergy 
ratepayer I have been employed by Century Aluminum of Kentucky, GP since 1995, 
and have worked in the Safety and Health Department for approximately seven years. I 
am serving my second term as the Local Union President representing the Collective 
Bargaining Unit at the Hawesville smelter. 

If you would be so kind to give me a few minutes of your time, I would like to 
convey some concerns of mine regarding the Century and Alcan notification and 
resulting rate case presented to the Public Service Commission. 

First of alt, it appears to me, from what I have read in the media, that the primary 
focus of Big Rivers and the member cooperatives is the resulting rate increase(s) and a 
philosophical difference / problem with subsidizing power to the smelters. The 
dynamics and true nature of the entire issue is much deeper than increased rates and 
any philosophical difference. If the parties continue to view this issue without 
consideration to the entire scope, permitting insight to the rate increases and 
philosophical differences atone; then, in my opinion, we all lose. This truly is a case 
where the better of two evils must be identified, and the parties execute a plan that best 
serves everyone. If the parties continue to focus on rate increases and this 
philosophical difference, then many other problems remain unaddressed. This is not a 
time to neglect the forest for the sake of one tree. There is an entire gambit of issues 
that the ratepayers will ultimately face, including: 

1 Increased electric rates 

On Tuesday, January 15, 2013 r Big Rivers, as a result of the notice 
of termination received from Century Aluminum, filed a rate case with the 
Kentucky Public Service Commission seeking an overall rate increase of $ 
74.5 million. According to a fact sheet published by Kenergy, if the PSC 
approves this rate increase, it will result in a 21.4 % increase to residential 
customers and 16.6 % - 20.9 % rate increase for large industrial 
customers depending on their transmission level. Based on statements 
from Marty Littrel made to the Hancock County Clarion on February 7, 
2013, Big Rivers expects the rate increase to climb to $ 104 million 
because of the recent Alcan termination notice. I will be the first to admit 
that I do not possess a PhD in accounting or business, but it appears to be 
good ole' fashion common sense that if Big Rivers and the smelters 
negotiated a reduced rate, then the smelters would remain on the Big 
Rivers system, and Big Rivers would only be exposed to the difference 
between the reduced rate and S 104 million, necessitating a much lesser 
rate increase for the remaining Big Rivers customers. 

2. Credit Rating 

It also stands to reason, based on information gleaned from Big 
Rivers petition to the PSC, that Big Rivers may face a downgrade in credit 
if the smelters were to purchase power outside of the Big Rivers system. 
Based on statements made by Marty Littrel in the February 7, 2013 edition 
of the Hancock County Clarion, the smelters represent 70 % of Big Rivers 
sales, with a net sale of $ 360 million per year. My concern here is, 
without that sales revenue, what is the impact to Big Rivers credit rating? 

If there is a negative impact to the credit rating, will Big Rivers have the 
ability to borrow money in time of operational need, and what will be the 
cost in additional interest that would be passed on to the ratepayers? In 
my opinion, this must be a huge consideration taken into account by the 
Big Rivers board of directors in light of the current indebtedness of Big 
Rivers, currently $ 700 million. 

3. Increase in State and Local Taxes 

Based on a study completed by Paul A. Coomes, PhD, the Century 
Hawesville smelter accounts for “21 % of all private sector wages and 
salaries earned in Hancock County, and directly accounts for about 19 % 
of the total county's occupational taxes collected' 1 . Rio Tinto Alcan 
“accounts for over 5 % of private sector wages and salaries in Henderson 
County, and over 2 % of all property and utility taxes collected for public 
schools and county government". Directly, Century Aluminum, Alcan, and 
its employees pay approximately $ 7.3 million in taxes to state government 
and $ 1.5 million in local taxes. Directly and indirectly, state and local 
government will experience a revenue loss of over $ 12 million if the two 
smelters were to close. 

4. Increase in School Taxes 

The Century smelter also accounts for 6 % of all property taxes 
collected to support the Hancock County School system . 


Big Rivers must not look too far to see the impact on business if the 
smelters were to close. Based on statements made by Kenergy in a 
February 15, 2013 document, Big Rivers is executing the following 
measures to reduce costs: 

a, “Deferral of more than S 19.5 million in plant maintenance 
expense in 2012." 

b, “Refinanced $ 442 million in debt. 1 ' 

c, “ Defe rra I of f i 11 i n g vaca nt j obs. ' p 

d, “ Decrea sed com p a ny veh i cl e inventory a nd re lated 
expenses.' 

e, “Big Rivers continues to consider the option of idling or 
selling one of its power plants." 

Southwire Rod and Cable is another good example of this. If the 
Hawesville smelter were to dose, Southwire may be forced to move its 
operations to a location that better suits its business needs. This would 
result in net loss of an additional $ 12 million in payroll, and an additional $ 

1.4 million in tax revenue to local and state governments. 

According to an article in the Courier Press on February 13, 2013, 
the rate increases if the smelters close could negatively impact Tyson 
Foods by the tune of $ 600,000 annually. Tyson employees 
approximately 1.500 people residing in 17 counties in western Kentucky, 

Indiana and Illinois. Approximately 26 % of those employees reside in 
Henderson and account for $ 13 million in payroll. This may certainly 
have a cascading effect on the economy of Henderson, hitting farmers 
and growers bottom line. Growers are paid $ 26 million annually for 
raising chickens, and farmers in Henderson were paid $ 33 million last 
year for corn and soybeans. 

In Hancock County, according to Younger Associates, businesses 
in Hancock County will suffer losses over $ 71.3 million in consumer 
spending over an annual basis if the Hawesville smelter would close. This 
will have a lasting impact on the survivability of small businesses in the 
county. Direct and indirect loss to the economy of the region is estimated to 
be over $ 176 million annually. 

6. Direct Job Losses 

Mr Coomes estimates that 1,200 jobs will vanish ff the two 
smelters close. The regional economy will be depressed with a total loss 
of over $ 116 million annually in direct wages paid by the two smelters. 

7. Strain on Social Services 

The loss of 4,700 direct and indirect jobs will place those who 
would otherwise be employed on the social safety net, including an 
already over encumbered unemployment system. I wonder, how will the 
state of Kentucky and the remaining tax payers burden this strain on the 
system? 

6 Depressed Regional Economy 

I do not currently hold a degree in business or economics, but I am 
a firm believer in common sense and the beliefs of Henry Ford regarding 
pay and income. His theory was that if employees, the consumer, could 
not afford his product, then he would indefinitely place himself out of 
business. You see, the economy is based on making a product or service, 
and selling that product or service. If no one, is making the product or 
service, then obviously that product or service cannot be sold. If a product 
or service does not exist, then obviously the jobs do not exist either, 
limiting the consumer's ability to purchase other products or services 
because of limited income. Based on the regional statistics and estimates 
provided above, I am curious to whether the regional economy will recover 
from such disaster? 

I hope that this letter removes any blinders that may exist, and plots a new 
course of action. This course of action must be one that is in the best interest of 
everyone, even if we feel as if we must choose the better of the two evils. 

If everyone wishes to ignore the many facets of this dilemma, then we will all 
certainly reap what you sow. As you can plainly see, there is more to consider here 
than just an Increase in electric rates or any misplaced philosophical difference in 
respect to subsidizing business. If negotiations between the smelters and Big Rivers 
continue its current course, I’m sure that all the ratepayers, especially those that can 
afford your product, will be gratified in the fact that they are not subsidizing business, 
and will have tremendous pleasure in the fact that they won. 

As far as I am concerned, it is not about winning or losing, but doing what is best 
for my lifelong, fellow citizens of this great county, protecting the legacy of generations 
before me, and protecting the future of the generations that follow 1 hope and pray that 
everyone can set aside their differences and do what is right for the citizens of this 
county, region, and state. 

I would like to extend my appreciation in advance for your time and assistance 
with this matter.
